“And even if we make our service perfect, 
the feeling against us as a monopoly still re- 
mains in’ the minds of people who do not stop 
to consider that the lines of business we are 
engaged in are naturally monopolies. 

“When artificial competition is introduced into 
a business which is a natural monopoly, the 
public always pays for it. 

“What is the biggest publifc nuisance in St: 
Louls today? I say it is the double, competitive 
telephone system. Every business afd profes- 
sional m@gh, every person who. needs compiscte 
telephone’ service has to pay two prices for what 
he ough: to get for one. The extra expense i¢ 
hardlf a greater evil than the confusion and 
bother of having two systems. My experience ‘as 
been such that I would rather pay the price ef 
both, if necessary, and have one complete sys- 
term. 

“Then there is the. demand, which we hear 
from time to time, for a seat for every pas- 
senger et all hours of the day.

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Could our men keep him off without actually as- 
saulting him? 

“Any traction company that tried to run enough 
cars to give everybody a seat in the busiest hours 
of the day would merely Glog up its lines, and 
would never get anyone anywhere. - Our lines 
now increase their service more than 100 per cent 
for the rush hours. That means that’ cars repre- 
senting hundretis of ‘thousands of capital stand 
idle in tne sheds nearly all day. There is a limit 
to the financial abflity of traction companies te 
support this burden of idle cars. 

‘Many people seem to think the street car busi- 
ness vastly profitable, no matter how many ex- 
penses are attached to it, probably on the prin- 
ciple of the old woman who bought apples at $2 
a hundred and sold them three for a nickel. ‘L 
couldn’t afford to do it,’ she ane, ‘if I oon’ sel] 
so many’ of them.” 

‘In our St. Louis gas lighting business we are 
working toward lower rates as the best means 
of forestailing ruinous competition. In our elec- 
tric lighting prices we have already made a vol- 
untary reduction. But fn the street car business 
we try only to improve the service given for a 
nickel, for the price can be made no loWer.”

have been a good thing for me. With 
my temperament, it was the best thing 
fer me that I had to work all. the time. 

“I saw the sort of education I did 
need, and I saved enough to buy 2 
scholarship in a business college. I 
took naturally to accounting, and not 
long after I left the business college I 
was hired to go back there as an in- 
structor. I worked up to a salary of 
$1500 a year as a teacher of accounting 
But when I saw that I was not going 
to get any further as a teacher I de- 
cided to get directly into business. So 
I resigned the $1500-a-year place and 
took a $10-a-week job. as an account- 
ant for the Philadelphia & Reading Coal 
Co. at Harrisburg. That was in ‘69. 

“‘My career, it seemed, was going to 
be in Harrisburg. I.got on rapidly in 
business, and by the early eighties I 
had built up a very profitable business 
of my own in real estate and insurance. 
My insurance agency was one of the 
largest in the country. 


“I am not religious, in the sense of 
preferring one religion to another. I 
could be a good Mohammedan or a 
good Jew just as easily as a good 
Christian. But.I was interested in the 
Methodist church in Harrisburg, and my 
interest in the church there was what 
got me into the electrical business. 

“I used to tell the pastor and the 
church people that if they would look 
after the spiritual end I would look 
after the temporal end. And I thought 
s0 much of the church—it was the Gracs 
M. E.—that I named my daughter Mary 
Grace, after it. I was the principal 
subscriber to the new church building. 
I was a member of the Board of Trus- 
tees, I was the head usher and the 
chairman of the Heating and Lighting 
Committee.”’ 

“Did you pump the organ?” 
‘question from Artist Martin. 

“Not at that time,” answered Mr. 
Beggs. ‘“‘Later, when I got my electrical 
business to running, I pumped it by 
electricity. 

“Well, one day I saw, in a store, a 
feW incandescent lights. I asked what 
they were. ‘A sort of a fake,’ the pro- 
prietor told me. I thought so, too, at 
first. But I couldn’t help thinking how 
fine a cluster of tho@e little ‘fake’‘ lamps 
would look on the big chandelier in 
Grace Church, The result was that I 
went to New York to see if we couldn’t

for the church. 
Started Big Electric Piant. 


“I found we would have to produce 
electricity on a big scale to make the 
lights for the church, and that whti.e 
we were doing that we could: produce 
light for other people, too. It.came to 
be a question whether anybody could 
compete with the big local gas com- 
pany. I got other business men to talk 
it over, and they ‘decided’ to start a 
$10,000 company. I at first said I would 
take $250 worth of stock. Then I with- 
drew and said I would nots subscribe 
at all to a small company, but I would 
subscribe $6000 for a $100,000 company. 

“That rather staggered the rest of 
them, but two men stood with me, and 
we put the plan through. We built the 
Harrisburg plant in ’8. I disagreed 
with Thomas A. Edison on some of the 
plans. It was one of the first com- 
mercial electric lighting plants in the 
country, and was a success from the 
start. 


“After that, seeing the possibilities of 
the electrical business, I turned my at- 
tention and my money to that business. 
I became a stockholder in an electric 
railway and motor company, and in '8 
I went. to New York as vice-president 
and manager of the Edison General 
Electric Illuminating Co. In ’90 I went 
to Chicago as general Western manager 
for the Edison General Electric Co. 

“T returned to New York later; and in 

1893 I decided to retire from business 
and spend the rest of my life tramp- 
ing, like my favorite character in fic- 
tion. Bulwer Lytton’s Kenelm Chilling- 
ly. _ But the first thing I knew, I was 
in business deeper than ever. here in 
Milwaukee, and I had to stay in so 
long that now I don’t want to do any- 
thing else.”’ 
‘Mention Mr. Beggs’ fortune, or thé 
current report that he is the largest 
holder of North American siock, and he 
purries Maquiry with: 

“My money fs all in the enterprises 
I control. I have never esked others 
to put their money into any of my plans 
without having my own money in them 

“Tt have never speculated in North 
American or any othe: stock. I couldn’t 
tell you today what North American is 
quoted at. I have every share of it 
now that I have ever had. it has been 
the same way with all my enterprises. 
T have never sold a share unless I was 
ready to sell all and get out compiete- 
ly."’ 

When President Bigelow of the Mil- 
waukee First National Benk relieved 
the bank of a million and some odd dol- 
lars and left the directors holding the 
sack, Mr. Beggs had been on the di- 
réctorate seven weeks. He came for- 
ward with $100,000 to tide the bank over. 
He and Col. Pfister, now his closest 
friend in Milwaukee, saved the bank. 


Milwaukee business men have always 
been grateful to Beggs for this, but the 
city has had its little spats with him. 
One of them was over the rule, long 
in force in St. Louis, that passengers 
must ask for transfers immediately on 


‘payment of fare.

‘In. the past few weeks Milwaukee has 
had its laugh over a controversy be- 
tween Beggs and the City Health Offi- 
cer. The latter complained that the 
cars of the “model’’ traction 
Were anything but models of cléanliness. 
His’ especial ,complaint was that con- 
ductors did not ear passengers from 
spitting. 

Beggs’ reply was "aad the company 
washed the cars daily and sent them 
out Clean, If a conductor remonstrated 
with a passenger for spitting, or for 
tracking mud into the car, other pas- 
sengers would take sides against the

The St. Louis terminal controversy, for example, 
is imperfectly understood by thousands because 
it has been carried so far away from the root of 
the evil that argument and enlightenment now 
proceed almost exclusively on collateral or sub- 
sidiary lines and hence throw little light on the 
elementary error involved. | 

The Terminal Association is an unnatural and 
unnecessary monoply designed to relieve the 14 
railroads comprising it of the expense of main- 
taining terminals in this city and to assist them 
in levying this charge upon the town’s commerce. 
These railroads, unlike those of any other great 
city, charge certain rates to and from St. Louls, 
plus an extra fee for the maintenance of bridges 
and terminals. The Terminal Association is, 
therefore, merely a toll taker sitting forever at. 
the city’s Eastern gateway and assessing all who 
go and all who come. ! 

If a similar arrangement existed in New York 
or Chicago, in Boston or in Philadelphia, there 
would be a head tax and a tonnage tax at some 
convenient place or places in the outskirts of 
those cities and the proceeds would be used to 
construct and maintain the great terminals which 
now are a charge upon the corporation treasuries. 
Some slight changes in method and concessions in 
price by the St. Louis Terminal Association have 
modified its manner of business, but the toll-gate 
principle, the monopoly principle, the pay-twic» 
principle and the stand-and-deliver: principle are 
still in full force. — 

The 14 railroads which have entered into this 
conspiracy are the real offenders. The Terminal 
Association is their agent. 
hired men. ‘For these reasons the Federal ‘suit 
contemplating the dissolution of the monopoly is 
probably the most promising of all the movements 
directed against the trust. It will be a slow and 
tedious process, but if it shall end in formally 
outlawing an enterprise obviously piratical it will 
justify much patience and hope. 
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CORTELYOU A GREAT BANKER. 

Mr. Cortelyou will be translated as naturally 
from the Treasury Department to the offices of a 
big trnst company in New York as though he 
were an experienced financier and banker, which 
he is not. He will become president of the trust 
company at a big salary, as though his short ad- 
ministration of the Treasury had revealed un- 
common natural gifts on his part, which it has 
} Not. 

Among secretaries of the Treasury, Mr. Cortel- 
you is the only one who nevér had either con- 
gressional or banking experience. Most of his 
predecessors had had long financial training as 
legislators.. Some of them had been successful 
bankers. Others had been profound studerits of 
finance and economy. Mr. Cortelyou came to the 
office through a long line of political and per- 
sonal clerkships. Probably 10,000 young men 
within gurshot of Washington were as well quil- 
ified for the place as he was. 

As Mr. Cortelyou enters the banking business 
altogether on his record, it is legitimate to show 
just how extensive that record is.

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HAVING AUTHORITY FOR THINGS. 

The Country Life Commission, in session at the 
Illinois College of Agriculture, has made a re- 
markable discovery. It is that when a farmer 
has amassed a competence he likes to come to 
town and enjoy the delights of social life. 

This fact, which has been well known for 
generations, is remarkable because the commis- 
sion has just discovered it. Hitherto it has been 
a popular fact. Now it is official, like the stamp 
of Sir Joseph Porter’s foot, and becomes of quiv- 
ering, vibrating, tremulating importance. 

The commissioners wil] not ‘stop here. They 
will make official the fact that the farmer likes 
to come to town and enjoy social life even before 
he amasses a competence; and he brings his wife 
with him’ when he can. 

Then the commissioners will consider the why 
of these officially ascertained facts, and they will 
find, and officially certify, that it is because 
the farmers find conditions in the country not

When Cleugienn clipped the wings of the sooret 
service last winter it made the discovery that 
secréey attended the o tion in all its ram- 
ifications. It not only tes in secret, but 
it is maintained secretly and the ranks of its 
operatives are increased surreptitiously. 

In no regular appropriations bill is there any 
one item clearly covering the expense of the bu- 
reau. In no one government report is there an 
honest accounting for all of the. moneys spent 
or a plain enumeration of the number of men 
employed. 

It appears that men have been “detailed” to 
this service from other departments, where they 
are carried on the regular rolls and that, once 
clothed with the mystery and irresponsibility of 
the secret service, they have been “detailed” 
once more for espionage in all parts of the coun- 
try. A late estimate is that more than 3000 
men are thus employed and that they are paid 
with funds secretly diverted from other depart- 
ments. A few years ago the secret service did 
not embrace more than a hundred men all told. 
The great increase in numbers and the even 
more astounding increase in activity have taken 
place under the present administration. 

An extensive secret police force has no place 
in a republic. Congress would do well to limit 
its numbers, its functions and its expenditures. 
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LONG LIFE FOR A FALSEHOOD. 

Enterprising manufacturers who have been 
making use of the pure food law by attaching 
to their products labels reading “Guaranteed by 
the Uniied States Government,” are now under 
orders from Washington to discontinue this prac- 
tice within two years. Time is given because it 
is conceded that this: palpable falsehood has been 
uttered in good faith. 

The Government does not guarantee the purity 
of any article. It only "guarantees a prosecution 
of anybody who makes or sells an article that is 
adulterated or doped. As manufacturers know 
this perfectly well, they are not entitled to two 
years in which to get into line with the law and 
the facts. 
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WHO READS MILTON? 

The Milton tercentenary has brought out the 
comment that the great Puritan is ns longer 
read. It may be so, but there is no question 
that of all books the Bible is the most widely 
and diligently read; and we might, on ordinar, 
considerations, expect popular thought and imag- 
ination to be molded and colored by a sacred lit- 
erature held in such high esteem. The fact is, 
however, that popular theology in the English 
speaking world is an echo of John Milton. Verv 
little of it is traceable to the Bible, and it is no 
less trug that current ideas of the creative process 
and the origin of man come from “Paradise Lost” 
rather than from the Bible or even from modern’ 
books of science. 

Whether or not John Milton’s works are read in 
these days is a question which can hardly be de- 
cided offhand. He appeals to a certain kind of 
mind, the mind which has the faculty of dominion, 
and thus the poet may reach the multitude fil- 
tered through the minds of men whose thought 
is, to some extent at least, influenced by his 
doctrine. He is one of the great minds whose 
thought is present in the world and is imbibed 
by thousands, who perhaps are unaware of the 
source of their opinions and ideas. 

The tercentenary arouses the hope, however, 
that it will recall attention to Milton’s works and 
mak? them objects of popular attention. No great. 
er character-building literature can be found in 
the world than “Paradise Lost.” Every line of it 
is quick with the life of sturdy, uncompromising 
manliness. The young man who absorbs it be- 
fore his youth expires will acquire a power cf 
character and strength for action which can be 
obtained from no other merely literary source. 
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PLUCK. 

A railroad brakeman was taken to the City 
Hospital, where surgeons removed his mangled 
legs above the knees, leaving hith what many 
would have called a hopeless cripple. But this 
‘brakeman was not hopeless. Hardly had he 
recovered from the effect of the anesthetic wher 
he began. planning his future. 

He made no complaints; he had no grievance 
against himself. nor grim fate. He carried a lit- 
tle accident insurance, and the loss of his legs 
meant that he would receive about $2000, not 
enough to support him in idleness. He dis- 
cussed the various possibilities and decided that 
he would invest the money in a cigar store.

Defends Her .Son- for 
Love of Her Husband. 

An intimation that has gone forth that 
I am defending my son because I 
did not love my husband is cruel and 
unjust. I am defending my son because 
I loved my husband and because he was 
the father of my son. 

But I am compelled to say that he 
was not kind to Beach. The boy was 
brought up amid scenes of violence and 
bloodshed. His father taught him te 
drink and buckled a gun on him and 
taught him to fight and was proud of 
his prowess. But when the boy became 
a young man and the kind of young 
man such influences and training were 
bound to produce, he turned against his 
son. He often beat him within an inch 
of his life. He did that a week before 
he was Killed. He seemed to have con- 
ceived an unnatural hatred of his Own 
flesh and blood. 

If another than my son had killed my 
husband I would have felt that it was 
my duty to do everything in my power 
to have just punishment inflicted upon 
his slayer. I belleve that if such were 
the circumstances, he would expect me 
to. But I cannot think that he would 
expect me to turn Nemesis against our 
son in the circumstances undef which 
he met his death. 

Other Mothers Have Had 
Sons Who Were Wayward. 

I do not know what these circum- 
stances were except as I have been told. 
I did not know of the tragedy until 
my husband was brought home to me 
dead and the terrible message came 
that my son had killed him. But I 
know Beach as only a mother can know 
her only son, and I know that when he 
went into the store that day it was not 
with the thought in his heart of mur- 
dering his father. 

My son may have been wayward. 
Other mothers have had wayward sons. 
But he could never have had it in 
mind to stain his soul with his fath- 
er’s blood. I am his.mother and I 
know that. And the testimony of a 
thousand witnesses could not make me 
think anything else. 

I think it was in the heart of my 
husband to kill my son. His temper 
was terrible when he was aroused. He 
was a giant in strength and I do not

“You. have no business making any 
engagements with her,’’ replied Mrs.

000), a fortune In France, and in con- 
sideration of it signed a comprehens- 
ive release from any and every claim 
she might feel that she had upon 
Mr. Bennett. He strongly intimated 
that the present suit by her alleged 
daughter is an attempt to void and 
nullify that release, 
Abduction Ridiculed.

He Shunned Society. 

Dr. Long came to Memphis 10 yéars 
ago. He called himself an electro4 
therapeutic expert, and from the first'| 
he was successful. He shunned go0- 
clety, but was fond of horses and rode 
daily in the parks. He was appar- 
ently devoted to his profession ‘and 
wrote many learned treatises for tech- 
nical magazines on the subject. of 
electricity and the science of medi- 
cine. Almost yearly he went to 
Europe, where Munich was his head- 
quarters, but beyond that little was 
known. 

A strange characteristic was his hobby 
for photographs of himself. Dozens of 
pictures in all sorts of poses adorned 
the walls of his private apartments. 
He drank but little, although he had 
a well-developed coffee habit and is 
said frequently to have consumed as 
much as 2 cups a day.

An Absolute Dictator. 

As absolute dictator of a large coun- 
try Castro followed the precedent set 
by a long succession of dictators of 
enriching himself at the expense of 
his country. He found it an easy mat- 
ter to impose heavy taxes, confiscate 
valuable property for the alleged sup- 
port of the Government and pile up 
riches for himself abroad. 

Castro either owns or has a controll- 
ing interest in every industry of any 
importance in Venezuela, 

If one wants a giass of beer he has 
to drink Castro beer, for the Castro 
brewery in this city is the only one al- 
lowed by law to operate in this coun- 
try, and the duty wn imported beer is 
so high that a person either, has to 
drink Castro product or go thirsty. The 
brewery also has the ice concession, 
and as ice is very much in demand 
here, Castro does a thriving business at 
5 cents & pound. 

Castro owns the only flour mills in 
the country. All. wheat has to be 
ground in them, for the excessive duty» 
on flour makes it impracticable to im- 
port that product. 

Castro owns outright the National 
Cigarette Factory, which is capitalized 
for $3,000,000 gold. This supplies all of; 
Venezuela with cigarettes. The impor- 
tetion of -cigarette papers afd cigar- 


is also the sale of smoking tobacco and 
pipes. This latter regulation makes it 
possible to smoke anything else but 
cigarettes, and as Castro is the only 
person allowed to manufacture cigar- 
ettes, it follows that he has a monopoly

possible to save money by rolling your 
own cigkrettes, for Castro had a law 
passed which makes that an offense 
punishable by imprisonment. 

Mra. Castro Has a Truat, 

The only market in all Venezuela is 
in this @ity. ‘To this. people from all 
over the country come to lay in their 
supply of provisions. This market is 
owned by Mrs. Vastro. She receives a 
percentage of the daily sales and every 
day the manager of the market has to 
make a personal settlement to her. 

Both the bank of Venezuela and the 
Bahk of Caracas are controlled by Cas- 
tro. All the theaters are under the di- 
rection of the Government, which means 
that Castro gets a share of the box re- 
ceipts. 

Castro's eléctric light plant is another 
source Of great profit to this accom- 
plished financier. He had a prohibitive 
duty placed on gas engines and steam 
engines, so that the people have to use 
his electrical power, which costs him 
almost nothing to produce, as he util- 
iges a giant waterfall half the size of 
Niagara. Due to his efforts the duty on 
kerosene is constantly being raised. As 
he forcéd al] the gas companies out of 
business several years ago, this makes 
it impossible for the people to use any. 
thing other than his electric light for 
illuminating purposes.

GRAND LEADER BREAKS RECORD; 
172,569 VISIT STORE IN A DAY 


Yesterday Showed Increase of 67,- 
810 in Christmas Shoppers 
Over Last Year. 


Christmas shopping at the Grand- 








‘Leader broke all records yesterday when 


172,569 persons entered the big depart- 
ment store at Sixth street and Washing- 
ton, avenue. Clerks were placed in the 
four etitrances of the store, with hand 
registers, and instructed to count all 
persons as they entered. 

On Saturday before Christmas last 
year 104,708 people passed into} the store. 
The increase this year was 67,810. At 
tiires the rush of shoppers Was 80 great 
that it was with exceeding difficulty 
that the clerks were able to count them. 

During the rush hours fully 2000 peo- 
ple passed into the main entrance on 
Washington avenue, near Sixth street, 
in 16 minutes. During the day 84,306 
persons were counted as they passed in 
at this entrance. At the west entrance 
34,547 persons.entered, at the south en- 
trance on Sixth street 88,782 and at the 
north entrance on Sixth street 14,935. 

The store was crowded from basement 
to top floor from the time it was opened 
until it closed. Shoppers bought heav- 
ily, but the managers expect the sales 
will be much greater Monday. Inci- 
dentally it was given out that the sales 
yesterday reached the high water mark 
in the history of the Stix, Baer & Ful- 
ler Dry Geods Co. 

The great number of shoppers, and 
the eagerness with which they bought 
Christmas bargains, indicated to the 
proprietors of the store a general- 
ly prosperous condition of the city. 
The men, who are credited by mer- 
chants with the Rabit of postponing 
their Christmas shopping until the 
last minute, are expected to come in 
strong Monday and _ the remaining 
days until Christmas. 

They usually buy expensive Christ- 
mas presents, and for that reagon the 
Grand-Leader expects its receipts to 
be heavier Monday than they were 
yesterday, although the crowd is not 
likely to be so large. 

The Grand-Leader managers ex- 
pressed themselves as delighted with 
yesterday's business, @nd said that 
the great number of shoppers indi- 
cates a considerable increase in the 
city’s population over last year.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 19.—In a brief 
Hled .today in the Supreme Court of the 


United States, Judge Kenesaw Mountain 
Landis of Chicago, who fined the Oil 
Trust $29,400,000, is inferentially likened 
by the §Standard’s attorneys to King 
John of England. 

The case came before the Federal 
Court on a petition by the Government 
as the result of the reversal of the’ $29,- 
000,000 judgment in the Court of Ap 
peals. The brief is a reply to the Gov- 
@rnment’s petition. Referring to the 
Government's contention that the as- 
sessment.of the big fine was in the prop- 
er exercise of the personal discretion 
of its presiding Judge, the brief declares 
that ‘‘this is a discovery which has been 
left to the learned counsel for the Gov- 
ernment to make at a very late date in 
the history of jurisprudence. It had 
always before been regarded as settled 
that the discretion committed by law to 
the Judge -was a judicial discretion and 
not a personal. discretion and that the 
imposition of an excessive fine is an 
abuse of discretion which is reviewable, 

“This view that the trial Judge ex- 
ercised ‘a personal power and discre- 
tion’ was apparently shared by the 
learned District Judge himself and the 
record and judgment of the trial Court 
affords a striking demonstration of the 
wisdom of the rugged barons who wrest- 
el Magna Charta from King John and 
of our ancestors in. embedding its sanc- 
tions in the bill of rights in our Con- 
stitution.’’

estate of Miss Caroline Amelia Morfoot, 
82 years old, long a director of the bank, 
whose will has just been filed in the 
Probate Court at Carrollton. 

Pierson is past 60 years oldsand is a 
grandfather. He has been regarded as 
wealthy. He was not related to Miss 
Morfoot and her reason for making him, 
rather than any of her relatives, her 
chief legatee, was his long and faithful 
attention to her financial interests. 

Pierson said yesterday that he es- 
mated his share of the estate at $150,000. 
Others believe it will exceed $200,000. 

The largest bequest, aside from Pier- 
son's, was that made -to Emma and 
Georgeanna Dodgson, whose home ad- 
joined tne house, near. Carrollton, 
where Miss Morfoot spent the whole of 
her long life. 

Sisters Get 830,000 Hach. 

The bequest to the Dodgson sisters is 

} $30,000 each, *nd 240 acres of land joint- 
ly. 
Most of the other heirs are nephews 
and ‘niecés. Miss Morfoot, one of ‘a 
family of 10, survived all her brothers 
and sisters. She was the daughter of 
John and Elizabeth Morfoot, who came 
from England and settled near Carroll- 
ton in 1820. ‘lheir original farm was a 
4S-acre clearing. 

Caroline and Charlotte Morfoot and 
three brothers, John, Richard and Dan- 
iel Morfoot, lived on the farm, and 
added to it until it embraced 1800 acres. 

Daniel died in August, 1907, at the age 
of 90. He had no children and left to 
his sister his large estate. He was a 
director in the bank at Carrollton, and 
She was elected to the board in his 
place. Daniel was One of the builders 
of the Litchfield & Madison Rallroad, 
and an engine on that line bore his 
name, 

As required by the Illinois law, a day 
will be set for the appearance of all 
the heirs in the Probate Court at Car- 
roliton,.. If. any heir or relative de- 
sires to file objection to the will he will 
then have his or her last opportunity 
to do so.

Grandparent * Asks Court to 
Compel Son-in-Law ‘to 
Keep Agreement. 








MOTHER’S DYING WISH 


Ante-Nuptial Agreement Re- 
garding Children’s Religion 
Quoted in Litigation. 





Benjamin R. Brewer, an attorney, of 
(424 Fairmount avenue, says he is guid- 
ed by phe Constitution and the law of 
Missouri in asking the Circuit Court to 
direct that his two grandchildren, Eva 
Gertrude Cary, 4 years old, and her sis- 
ter, Phoebe, 6 months old, be reared in 
the Roman Catholic faith.. A suit in 
equi:y for this purpose was filed yester- 
day by Brewer against his son-in-law, 
Wade Cary, also a lawyer, of 4130A St. 
Louis avenue. 

Mr. Cary’s first wife, Gertrude Cary, 
Mr. Brewer’s daughter, died.last June, 
three days after the birth of Phoebe. 
Mr. Cary was married to.a non-Catholic 
four months later. 

An antenuptial agreement signed by 
Mr. Cary with his first wife is quoted in 
her father’s, petition. In it Mr. Cary 
promised that she should have free exer- 
cise of her religion as a Catholic and 
that all children born of the marriage 
should be baptized and educated in that 
faith. This agreement was to hold 
‘even if she should be taken away ag 
death.’”’ 

Mr. Brewer avers that Mr. Cary has 


| refused to permit. the youngest child to 


be baptized in the Catholic church; that 
he will not allow the other chiid to at- 
tend the church and has refused to per- 
mit her Catholic relatives, including the 
grandparents and aunt, Miss Clara 
Brewer, to see her. 

Although the courts of Missourj have 
never been called upon to decideta suit 
of this kind, Mr. Brewer told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter he could cite several 
New York cases in support of such & 
proceeding. He relies principally, how- 
ever, on a provision in the State Consti- 
tution which says that, if any person 
voluntarily makes a contract of the kind 
pleaded, he shall be held to the per- 
formance of it. 

Mr. Brewer states in his petition that 
he was godfather for the first child 
and that it is his duty to see that she 
receives religious instruction in the 
faith of the church in which she was 
baptized. His relationship and affection 
for the other child impels him, he says, 
to see that ther religious training is 
carried out according to the terms of 
the ante-nuptial document. 

Besides this agreement, he pleads a 
dying request made by the mother of 
the children. He quotes her as saying: 

‘T want my children to be good Cath- 
olics and -to be brought up in that 
faith.”’ 

He declares that on the day of the 
funeral Mr. Cary said it was unneces- 
sary for Mrs. Cary to make such a re- 
quest, as it would be done anyhow, but 
now, Mr. Brewer alleges—Mr. Cary 
“breaks the agreement so that her en- 
treaty is left with the ,cgnscience and 
the just powers of the Court.”’ 

The Court is asked to compel Mr. 
Cary to allow Eva to attend the Catho- 
lic Church and to have the other child 
baptized in that church. It is alleged 
that the father has compelled Eva to 
cease saying the prayer her mother 
taught her.

SMALL SHARE _ IN BANK 
Had Only $2000 Invested in 
Concern of Which He 
Was Head. 





An inventory*and appraisement of the 
personal estate of J. C. Van Blarcom, 
filed in the Probate Court yesterday, 
shows that the late president of the Na- 
tional Bank of Commerce left property 
listed at $4,054,391.43. The inventory and 
appraisement were made by Mrs. Van 
Blarcom, who is named in the will as 
executrix*of the estate, W. P. Coleman 
and Thomas Chamberlain, appraisers. 
Mrs. Van Blarcom is the sole heir to 
the estate. The inventory shows that 
while Mr. Van Blarcom was president 
of the National Bank of Commerce he 
owned but $2000 worth of its stock. It 
is said that many of the securities list- 
ed in the inventory are of little or doubt- 
ful. value. 

The estate consists principally of 
stocks, bonds, notes and chattels. Mr. 
Van Blarcom left in notes, with inter- 
est. $187,469; accounts, $4,434.35; stoeks, 
$3,802,247.83; coupons, $45,730; cash, 
$4,915.62, and chattels, $594.50. 

Big Stock Investment. 

Mr. Van Blarcom’s holdings in sev eral | 
corporations were large. He had $250,000 
worth of stock in the General Traction 
Co., @ corporation not now listed in com- 


mercial directories; $60,000 in the Ameri- 


can Central- Insurance Co.; $40,000 in the 
Wegner Electric Manufacturing Co.; 
$233,000 in the Colonial Trust Co. of New 
York, held as collateral by the Ameri- 
can Central Insurance Co. 

Among hig other stocks were: In tHe 
Meacham Arms Co., $65,000; the Michael 
Breen Mining Co., $100,000; the Union 
Sand and Material Co., $25,000; $6000 of 
American Central Insurance Co. held by

More than 10,000 persons, each sending 
an average of about $17.50, sent, from 
St. Louis to foreign countries for Christ- 
mas presents, cash to the amount of 


nearly $200,000. More than twice that 
amount, according to merchants, was 
spent in St. Louis for Christmas pres- 
ents which were sent abroad. 

For six weeks the Money Order De- 
partment at the Postoffice has been 
crowded with applicants for interna- 
tional money orders. The applications 
include orders to practically eveny coun- 
try with which the United States has 
a postal money order agreement. 

The records show that some of the 
orders were for a very few cents, while 
others were sent for $100, the limit of 
a postoffice money order. 

At the main Postoffice alone 2678 per- 
sons sent $46,985.87, while from the oth 
er stations in the city $132,322.15 was 
forwarded by foreigners in St. Louis to 
their relatives and sweethearts in the 
fatherland.

Berry Thurmond at Warrens- 
burg, according to Arthur P. De Camp, 
who returned from Warrensburg last 
night. | : 


reader of the First Church of Christ 
Scientist, went to Warrensburg to at- 
tend the hearing before Judge Thurmond 
of the charges against two Kansas City 
healers, accused of violating the State 


license. Judge Thurmond found for the 
defendants by sustaining their motion to 
quash the information. filed against 
them. 

“The decision of Judge Thurmond is, 
in effect, that there is no law in Mis- 
sour! against the practice of Christian 
Science healing, and there is no appeal 
possible in the case,”’.Mr, De Camp told 
a Post-Dispatch reporter last night, at 
his home at 6465 Bartmer avenue.. 

“Mrs. Curelda Wryrick, an aged 
woman of Knobnoster, Mo., was sick, 
and was given up by the regular doc- 
tors who had attended her. Mrs, Lena 
A. Jaccard and Miss Theresa M. Hay- 
wood of Kansas City, well-known 
Scientists, then took up the case, but 
Mrs. Wyrick died. 

St. Louis Lawyers ‘for Defense. 

“At the instigation of the medical 
societies, or the State Board, or some 
body of doctors, Ewing Cockrell, son 
of ex-Senator Cockrell, who is Pros- 
ecuting Attorney at Warrensburg, 
filed informations against the women, 
charging them with practicing medi- 
cine without a liceyse, 

“Fred W. Lehmann and Franklin 
Ferriss of St. Louls and W. A. Witten 
of Kansas City appeared for the de- 
fense. Mr. Lehmann and Judge Fer- 
riss addressed the court, asking that 
the informations be quashed because 
Christian Scientists do not practice 
medicine. They make no application 
of medicine, and, therefore, do not 
come under the medical laws. 

“This precedent has been estab- 
lished in other states, and Judge 
Thurmond quashed the informations.

He and Daley are fight- 
ers who have the spirit to battle for 
their rights, even at the sacrifice of 
jobs. They have continued such a bat- 
tle with Harry B. Hawes and Mayor 
Welle.for the last three years. 

It is known that “Sport’ Brady fa- 
vored an attack on the combine Friday 
evening. When he reached the City 
Hall he found Delegate O’Brien of the 
Twantieth Ward absent.

The centennial of St. Louis University 
Will be celebrated in 1918 instead of 1929. 
as has been planned for many years, 
the historical reason for this being 
given in a4 bulletin of the university pub- 
lished yesterday. : 

The pamvhiet bears the title. ‘‘Bulle- 
tion ef St. Louis University, founded in 
1818. Historical Sketch of St. Louis Uni- 
versity.” Heretofore the age of the 
university has been computed from the 
taking over of the institution by the 
Jesuits tn 1829. It has been decided now 
to base all festivals and jubilees of the 
university on the date ef the founding 
of St. Leuigs Academy in 1818 by the 
Right Rev. William de Bourg, Bishop 
of Louisiana. 

The academy founded by that dis- 
tinguished prelate (he afterwards be- 
came Archbishop of Becancen in 
France) became in turn St. Louis Cel- 
lege and then St. Louis University. The 
original academy ihcluded a school “for 
the instruction of young gentlemen’”’ 
and a divinity scheol. 

é4.ccording to the historical pamphle- 
the schcel was in the residence of Mme. 
Alvarez, a stone building at Third and 
Market streets. The academy was in 
charge of the Rev. Francois Niel, 2

French secular priest. He had three 
triests associated with him in the 
work of instruction. 

In 1830 Bishep de Bourg decided that 
lis successftl academy should become 
@ college and he obtained permission to 
locate it on Cathedral block, denated by 
Lacléde and bounded by Second, Wal- 
nut, Third and Market streets. 

In 1827 it was decided to transfer the 
college to the Seciety of Jesus. Because 
St. Louis was a “growing and bustling 
town” of nearly 6000 population, it was 
decided te remove the college, soon to 
become the university, to a spot remote 
from the heart of the city. Consequently 
ground was brokén at Ninth street and 
Lucas avenue, then in the suburbs. 

While the new structure was building, 
in 1827 and 1828, the Jesuits accommoe- 
dated all pupils at the Indian Seminary 
at Florissant. In 1829 the new building 
was ready and St. Louis University 
opéhed its classes. 

Until the present announcement was 
made, that has been held the birth of 
the university, but it is now deemed 
the right of the institution to claim the 
founding ef St. Leuis Academy as its 
birth, as the university really was 
rimply the academy grown up.

Akevsthat which Anatole France, half in 
jest, half in earnest, used to me one 
day in Paris: ‘I am an old Chinese 
mandarin, Mr. Ferrero.’ By this he 
meant that the greater part of his in- 
tellectual activity was absorbed by that 
devilish‘ little invention which made 
up the letters of the alphabet, of books, 
reading, literature. 

Se, all at once, I feund myself in 
the presence of a man that I had never 
believed could exist—a man who had 
succeeded in uniting in himself two op- 
posite and generally antagonistic tem- 
peraments; a certain rough, primeval 
energy that recalled a simpler life than 
that which we lead today, and the high- 
est intellectual refinement of our ma- 
ture civilization; a passion for savage 
life.and a passion for learned books. At 
first I felt a keen surprise. How I 
esked myself, can a man so easily live 
a life; how can he be at the same time 
the “barbarian” and the “Mandarin,” 
to the words ‘of the President and 
of tole France? It was a unique 
case. 

But I was not glow in becoming, as it 
were, fascinated, by these two persons 
showing themselves in the same man; 
not alone because the psychological 
phenomenon was intéresting, but be- 
égause in this I almost found, alive and 
in action, my own conception'of Roman 
history. 

¥ The two Roosevelts—the Rooseveit of 
war and of the hunt, and the Roosevelt 
of books, inquisitive of theories and 
doctrines, eager for culture and letters— 
do they net represent the two Romes of 
which I hav» tried to describe the 
tragic struggle? The simple, fecund, 
Warlike Rome and the Rome that was 
curious to learn the hidden mysteries of 
Greek, philosophy and eager for all in- 
tellectual delights? 

But these two opposite dunhiathiies of 
life lest their extreme exaggeration, be- 
came reconciled in that man, sitting 
happy before me, who from time to 
time laughed uproariously, who spoke on 


alevery tepic with such fluency and cer- 


titude, who showed his double tempera- 


ment at every moment even on the 
1 eimplest eccasion—before pictures, for 


example. 
Net Like Other Rulers. 

‘On the evening of Dec. 7 he invited 
me to accompany him to the opening of 
an exhibitien of paintings in the Cor- 
coran Gajlery of Art. I have seer other 
chiefs of state at similar functions.

|through the galleries, his eyes ever in 
‘motion, looking up, dow., to the right, 
te the left, among the people, at the pic- 
tures, as if he wanted to see everything. 
Now he stopped before a picture, in- 
| stantly formed an opinion concise and 
as impossible to to appeal from as judge's 
sentence. He went on to another, to a 





through a tangled ferest a flock of 
fierce wolves tamed by his lyre. Evi- 
dently the “barbarian” found a deep dé- 
tight in contemplating this wild scene 
of primitive life. But the literary man, 
the scholar, the man of the booksthe 
*“mandarin’’—was not slow in reappear- 
ing. Turning to me the President said: 

“Might that not be a scene in Latium 
before the foundation ef Rome? A vis- 
ion of the most ancient Italy of myth 
and-legend? But there are wolf-train- 
ers here also, and I am going to show 
you one at the White House.’’ 

T confess I was a little perplexed by 
this cenclusion. A wolf-tamer at the 
White Heuse in the midst of our learned 
conversations, and after a visit to a 
beautiful exhibition of pictures. I sus- 
pected that I had misunderstood, and 
we went en to discuss civilization and 
barbarism, the defects and the virtues 
that are diffused by the one and the 
other—-our favorite topic, to which all 
our conversations gravitated sooner er 
later * © ® 

There had been a dinner, followed by 
a reception; the great drawing room 
was filled with elegant ladies and gen- 
tlemen; at the end was spread a white 
curtiin, sure sign of the imminence of 
@ cinemategraphic exhibition. At a 
given moment we were asked to sit 
down; then the President rose, made a 
speech lasting abeut 20 minutes, and full 
of wit, to explain to-us what we were 
about to see. He hhd learned that tn 
Oklahoma, near Texas, a daring hunter 
knew how te catch wolves alive, ac- 
tually seizing them by the jaws, putting 
his harids into their mouths and grasping 
them back of the two sharp canine 
teeth which are the only ones which 
can wound. The “barbarian” 
found this préwess interesting, and three 
years ago had gone to see it, and 
brought back frem his expedition as a 
living record a long series of cinema- 
tographic views, obtained with extreme 
difficulty and trouble. 

And the President evidently enjoyed 
this spectacle offered in the grand 
drawing room before elegant ladies; he 
}enjoyed it more than the master, of a 
beautiful house enjoys a fine entertain- 
ment offered to his guests; he enjoyed 
it, I might almost say, as a good ex- 
ample of the “strenuous life’’ shown 
for {ts moral teaching. 
‘It ts believed that this man teold he 
has in himself something that may serve 
a5 an example and a model to others 
and rightly so, for he has rucceeded in 
adjusting within himself that most trag- 
ic of the discord of human nature, 
which is the cause of all the misery 
that obscures in part the splendor of 
the most glorious civilizations. If all 
men could succeed, as this. man has 
Succeeded, in not Yesing in intellectual

and that if one but knows it, it is easy 
to set the good quality in action, to 
make the majority of men, if not saints 
and heroes, at least decent beings 
worthy to be in the world and to per- 
form their. duties, be they small or 
great, in a” praiseworthy manners I do 
not believe that all is lies and Gepravity 
in the world. No, no, no!”’ ’ 

I might have told him that even if he 
had succeeded in adjusting himself the 
tragic dissention that tears up all civil- 
izations, this did not prove that all oth- 
er men could do likewise. : 

But instead I kept Bilence. I knew too 
well that one could not dispute with the 
unshakable optimism of that powerful 
and joyous character. 

But now, as I think over with so 
much pleasure the long talks we had, 
I will close this article by telling the 
President what among the many fine 
moments spent with him was to me the 
finest, that in which I admired him 
most. 

One subject after another led us to 
a discussion of peace. The President 
said to me that he did not love the 
peace-at-any-price men who want no 
war for any reason, but that he «con- 
sidered as one of the greatest events of 
histery the growth of sentiment of uni- 
versal justice through which" peoples 
are coming to understand that they 
should respect each other’s rights. 

Keeping National Promise in Cuba. 

“You see, Signor Ferrero,” he said, 
“this sentiment is already quite strong 
because moderr men are able to resist 
small temptations; but I do not belive 
it ig yet strong enough to make us re- 
sist great temptations. Therefore we 
must labor to strengthen it. That is the 
idea which guided me in the Cuban pol- 
icy. Twice have I renounced Cuba. 
Why? Because at the beginning of the 
war with Spain the United States prom- 
ised not to annex her. All Eurepe be- 
lieved then that we were lying; there- 
fore it is necessary to demonstrate to 
the world that the United States feels 
the obligation of keeping a solemn prom- 
ise just as much as any individual feels 
Rag 

It was real joy to me to hear such 
simple and such noble words spoken 
with firmness and simplicity by one of 
the great ones of the earth. It is so 
rare to find in the world a statesman 
who, instead of playing cleverly day by 
Gay with the interests of the moment, 
js inspired by sorme grand philosophical 
and moral idea in managing the af.- 
} fairs of the world! In Europe after the 
French revolution France gave us a 
few, but what difficulties they had to 
contend against. The present day is not 
fa, orable to such statesmen with grand 
ideas and high moral aspirations, or at 
least it does not appear to me to be 
faverable, if this be not an ilusion of 
my “cynicism” and “pessimism.” go 
much the greater in every respect has 
been my joy at finding one in America 
in all the fullness of his manhood. 

And although at first sight it seemed 
rather strange, I understand now how 
this optimistic and idealistic statesman 
wants, after eight years of power, to 
disappear, as it were, fcr a year in th:

The char- 
acters are fisher folk on the North Sea 
coast, and there is a struggle all 
through the book between the antago- 
nistic Danish and German elements in- 
habiting that district. 

There are beautiful passages of prose 
all through the book, and it is evi- 
dent that this royal lady has a warm 
heart for the poor and the needy and ag 
sincere desire to bridge over the yawn- 
ing gulf between rie and poor. The 
best of the beok is that it shows that 
princesses also have warm hearts and 
are sometimes very lovable buman be-

Noonan, C. C. Rainwater and R. H. 
Parks. The convention met March 
24 in the old Mercantile Library Hall, 
and ballotted for 26 hours without 
naming a candidate. 

“After the 185th ballot, a member 
arose, and for some reason entirely 
extraneous to my own ambition or 
efforts, placed me in nomination, [ 
was chosen at once. 

LIFE IS A LOTTERY. 

“I myself had po more idea of run- 
ning for Mayor than the man in the 
moon. A kind fortune favored me. 
My subsequent election entailed my 
election as:Governor of Missouri, my 
appointment as a member of Presj- 
dent Cleveland’s Cabinet and all my 
subsequent public life.” 

“But I do not say,” continued Mr. 
Francis, “‘that life is only a lottery, 
the rewards of which are bestoyed 
absolutely at random. Eternal vig- 
ilance is the price of success, and for- 
tune gives her boons to those ab'e 
to grasp them. But numbers of men 
able and diligent enough to achieve 
brilliant careers, are held down by 
adverse fortune, while others, no whit 
their superior save in luck, are lifted 
to eminence.” , 

William K: Kavanaugh, president 
of the Wiggins Ferry Co. and of the 
Lakes-to-the-Gulf Association, owes 
his success, he. asserts, to a letter 
sent him at a crisis in his life by an 
uncle whom he.had never seen and 
scarcely heard of. 

“My family was ruined in the Civil 
War,” relates Mr. Kavanaugh, “and 
at the age of 17 years I was stationed 
at St. Auburt, a little town on the 
Missouri River, in charge of a gang of 
‘tie-hackers,’ the roughest men alive.

“My visit to his quiet, well-ordered 
home opened my eyes to the peril I 
was in, and I sharply turned the 
course of my life to safer channeis.

$25 a month, and stayed there six 
years, receiving an invaluable edu- 
cation in the ways of finance.” —

“It happened that I was living in 
the same boarding house with three 
or four young law students, among 
them James Peckham, who had been 
on the New York Tribune staff.

Dampen with tepid water and when dry 
season with salt and pepper, add a teaspoonful of 
powdered summer savory, the same amount of 
sage, a half a cup of melted butter and a beaten 
egg, work thoroughly and pour into the mixture 
a pint of oysters, drained and chopped slightly, 
if the oysters are of the largest size. A little 
chopped oninon may also be added if’ desired. 


Halibut a la Flamand 

If fish course is desired at the Christmas din- 
ner, halibut will be found one of the best win- 
ter fish obtainable. And halibut a la flamande is 
one of the best ways of serving it. The recipe is: 

Have the halibut steaks cut one and one-half 
inches thick, half a steak’ being enough for each 
person. Take a roasting pan, butter the bottom 
and sprinkle with salt, pepper and onion. Brush 
the fish with the yolk of egg and lay in the pan. 
Cover with a little chopped onion, parsley, salt, 
pepper and a liberal amount of lemon juice. Plave 
$mall bits of butter on the fish slices and bake 
about thirty minutes in a moderate oven. Be 
sure and serve on hot plates, with a piece of 
lemon. A cucumber sauce should go with this 
course, for which take two large cucumbers for 
six people. Peel them and soak for half an hour 
in cold water. Take out the cucumbers and grate 
them into a bowl. Sprinkle with salt, a little 
grated onion, a tablespoonful of tarrogon  vine- 
gar and just before serving stir three tablespoon- 
fuls of thick cream gradually into the cucumbers. 


, Steamed Salmon. 

Steamed salmon is prepared as follows: 

For six people steam three pounds of the mid- 
dle cut of salmon. It takes a quarter of an hour 
to each pound. If the salmon is boiled it should 
be tied up in a cheesecloth bag.

The 
cocktail can also be placed in red or green peppers, 
the inside of the peppers having been very care- 
fully removed. A wafer or brownbread sanc- 
wich should be served with this. 
Plum Pudding. 

To make a plum pudding take one cup of fresh 
suet chopped, one and one-half cups brown sug3r, 
two cups of seeded raisins and a little shredded 
citron and carfiied orange peel. One cup of 
grated carrot, one eup of grated potato, two cups 
of flour sifted with one teaspoonful of soda, a 
pinch of salt, a little nutmeg and cinnamon. Steam 
for three hours, either in a pudding cloth or in 
the modern steamer.

The farmer would sign & contract 
and the writing on the body of this 
would afterward be removed by acids, 
leaving only the signature. Then the 
face of a note would be written in 
place of the contract, and it would 
be discounted at the bank in the 
nearest town. This was forgery, as 
well as getting money by pre- 
tenses, and was a very dangerous 
game, but very few of its operators 
were ever caught. -
